— Up* 
on my re tu rn yesterday m orning I 
learned th a t the insurance com panies 
doing business in Alissouri h av e is­ 
sued a s ta te m e n t to the effect th a t if 
The anti tru st law is going to be e n ­ 
forced they will w ithdraw from th e 
state and the people of Missouri will 
lie w ithout insurance, said Attorney 
General B arker last night. 
This is of such a serious n a tu re 
th a t it dem ands im m ediate attention. 
Prior to the passage of the Oliver 
rating bill in 1911 there had been for 
m any 
years 
competitive 
insurance 
rates in the state of Alissouri, and the 
people of the state were well satis­ 
fied w ith the conditions which exist­ 
ed. 
T h e Oliver law destroyed com ­ 
petition in rates and provided t h a t 
th e insurance commission should es­ 
tablish rates, and provided a penalty 
for any insurance agent who w’rote 
below the rate established. 
The presen t legislature repealed 
this Oliver law*, so th a t the insurance 
situation is now* the sam e as it w a s 
for fifty years prior to 1911. 
All this d ep artm en t asks of tho 
insurance companies is th a t they re­ 
turn to th e conditions which existed 
prior to the passage of this Oliver 
law iii 1911: th a t is, restore the com­ 
petitive rates which existed In Mis­ 
souri for fifty years prior to the pas­ 
sage of this act. 
Certainly the insurance com panies 
cannot complain of this reuest, be­ 
cause they grew wealthy under this 
condition for fifty years, and if th e y 
m ade money under the rate s which 
they then charged, they certainly can 
return to those rates again. 
I do not attach any importance to 
the threat of the insurance companies 
to leave the state, because I do not 
believe the fair-minded heads of th e se 
com panies will resort to any such r e ­ 
taliation. 
If the insurance tru s t throughout 
the United States is strong enough

139:7-10, and Genesis 18:20, 21. 
Is God 
om nipresent or is He not? (B. B. H .) 
Answer.—From the last cited text it 
is very evident that the Lord knew of 
the conditions of wickedness and de­ 
pravity existing in the cities of Sodom 
and Gomorrah. 
We are not to suppose 
that the Lord found it necessary to go 
to those cities in person in order to 
ascertain just the degree of wicked­ 
ness to which they may have attained. 
Nor are we to think that it was nec­ 
essary for the Lord to send an inves­ 
tigating committee to find out the de­ 
tails of the situation. 
Rather, we are 
to understand from the language of j 
the text that this form of expression i 
was used so as to make the matter 
comprehensible to those who would 
read the account, to the effect that 
tile Lord is cognizant of all that is 
transpiring upon this little globe of 
ours. 
The first cited text docs not 
necessarily indicate that the Lord is 
omnipresent, but that His power is 
everywhere. 
This is manifest from 
the fact that the Psalmist says “If I 
make my bod in hell (sheol), behold. 
thou art there”. 
As sheol means the 
place or condition of death; it is evi­ 
dent that God, the Lord, would not 
personally be there, hence it must be 
in a representative sense that the Lord 
would be present everywhere. 
An edi- 
itor, financier, or statesman can be in 
touch with every part of the globe, ami 
be continually informed as to all mat­ 
ters of importance that may be tran­ 
spiring, by means of the various agen­ 
cies that are in common use such as 
the 
wireless 
telegraph, 
cables, 
etc. 
These may be “omnipresent” and yet 
not leave their offices. 
In this sense 
we understand the omnipresence of 
the Lord.

flesh is antagonistic to the inclinations 
of the spirit or disposition of Christ 
The one is earthly, or fleshly; the other 
is heavenly, or spiritual.

W hich is right 
and w h a t w a s the color of the robe? 
(J. A.) 
Answer.—We are inclined to think 
that both statements are true; that the 
robe w as a mixture of scarlet and pur­ 
ple. 
It may have been a purple robe 
with scarlet trimmings, and this would 
be our thought, because purple has. 
from times remote, been tile emblem 
of royalty. 
When it is recalled that 
the Roman soldiers were mocking the 
Lord by pretending to recognize Him 
as a king, and in line wiin this they 
had crowded Him with thorns, and 
placed a reed in His hands (represent 
ing a scepter conferred upon hlun and 
putting the robe on Him, they bowed 
the knee before the Lord saying “Hail. 
King of the .Tow s”; It will be seen that 
purple would be the most appropriate 
color, under the circumstances, and 
was, in all probability, the predominat­ 
ing hue. 
Matthew’s eye was most 
susceptible to the color of scarlet, and, 
therefore, he described the robe as l>e- 
ing of that color from its trimmings; 
whereas, John was influenced more by 
the purple hue of the garment itself.

Answer —From tile last cited text it 
is very evident that the Lord knew of 
the conditions of wickedness and de­ 
pravity existing in tile cities of Sodom 
and Gomorrah. 
We are not to suppose 
that tile Lord found it necessary to go 
to those cities in person iu order to 
ascertain just the degree of wicked­ 
ness to which they may have attained. 
Nor are w e to think that it was nec- 
cssary for tile Lord to send an inves­ 
tigating committee to find out the de­ 
tails of tile situation 
Rather, we are 
to understand from tile language of 
the text that this form of expression 
was used so as to make the matter 
comprehensible to those who would 
read the account, to the effect that 
the Lord is cognizant of all that is 
transpiring upon this little globe of 
ours. 
The first cited text does not 
necessarily indicate that the Lord is 
omnipresent, but that His power is 
everywhere. 
This is manifest from 
the fact that the Psalmist says "If I 
make my bed iu hell (sheol), behold, 
thou art there”. 
As sheol means the 
place or condition of death; it is evi­ 
dent that God, the Lord, w'ould not 
personally be there, hence it must be 
in a representative sense that the Lord 
would be present everyw here. 
An edi-

touch with every part of the globe, and 
be continually informed as to all mat­ 
ters of importance that may be tran­ 
spiring, by means of tile various agen­

“ from its clearly defined duty** to­ 
ward the tariff question. 
The president stood at the speak­ 
e r ’s rostrum in the hall of the house 
and personally read his message to 
the congress. 
Ile is the first presi­ 
dent since John Adams to exercise 
this privilege. 
The galleries were 
packed 
with 
national figures. 
Mrs. Wilson and 
daughters, several cabinet members 
and their families were present. 
The 
diplomatic gallery probably 
had

representative from every nation. 
A moving picture 
machine

served the record for the government 
archives. 
The president began thus: 
“I am very glad to have this op­ 
portunity to address the two houses 
directly, and verify for myself the 
impression that the president of the 
United States is a person, not a mere 
department of the government, hail­ 
ing congress from an isolated island 
of a jealous power, sending messages, 
not speaking naturally with his own 
voice; that he is a human being, try­ 
ing to co-operate with other humar, 
beings in a common service.

I) Elliff, of the state university, read 
a paper on “ Vocational Guidance a 
Function of the Public School” before 
the Nehemgar club. 
Prof. E lliff w'as 
welcomed by an appreciative audi­ 
ence. 


The hour and more taken up by 
him was too short a time In which 
to discuss his interesting tonic fully. 
The importance of this subject justi 
lies a brief resume of his paper 
H e said the most difficult thing in 
the solution of problems social and 
educational is to consider them in a 
perfectly rational manner. 
W e must 
be rational, sensible; we must see all 
the factors of our problem clearly and 
must study each in all its relations, 
The great problem ’ which organiz' d 
society has set for Itself is the train­ 
ing of men and women for efficient 
citizenship. 
The training process is 
life beyond and is not limited to the 
work of the school. 
The home and 
the church have in the past, and to 
an extent are nowr, important agen­ 
cies in training for citizenship, but 
this important function bas of late 
been transferred largely to the school 
The responsibility of the teacher is 
necessarily very great. 
The problem 
is still unsolved because we are still 
producing a very large number of in­ 
efficient citizens. 
Of course, the school cannot be 
held responsible for all of this great 
work, but to give instruction in the 
fundamentals of a liberal education 
is no longer sufficient. 
The school 
must share wdth the home the respon­ 
sibility for the health, physical well 
being and moral character 
of 
the 
children. 
To this demand the schools 
r»re responding with modern sanitary 
buildings, 
medical 
inspection 
and 
well equipped gymnasiums and play 
grounds. 
These things should not be, but 
that they are is an indisputable fact. 
W e must accept the added iesponsi* 
bility and do the best we can. 
In ad­ 
dition we are confronted with the 
task of making good the deficiencies 
of business. 
Form erly it was the function of 
the home and the church to give 
moral and religious 
training, 
and 


should be still, but the influence of 
home and church is weakening and 
an additional load of responsibility is 
laid on the school. 
Only a few' 
years 
ago 
'ndustry 
trained its own workers. 
The home 
and the occupation joined to give the 
youth vocational efficiency. 
The far­ 
mer’s boy was taught to perform all 
the varied tasks of the farm life. The 
girls were taught to cook, to cut and 
sew— in short, all the simple yet fun­ 
damental arts of home making. 
Bu t all this has changed. 
Steam, 
electricity 
and 
machinery 
have 
wrought a tremendous change in our 
national life. 
Old 
occupations and 
methods are gone; 
ways of living 
have been transformed. 
The simple 
home industries have vanished. 
M il­ 
lions of our people have flocked to 
the great industrial centers 
The one point I wish to make clear 
is this: 
The home and business can 
no longer meet the demand for voca­ 


tional efficiency. 
H ow shall this failure be supplied? 
The people are turning to the only 
institution that offers any relief— th** 
school. 
This movement is the most 
prominent thing in education today. 
Moro has be* n w ritten and spoken on 
the ditferent phases of this problem 
iii recent years than oil all other edu­ 
cational problems combined. 
New' 
York, Connecticut and Massachusetts 
Hr*' placed vocation,.! schools on tin- 
same basis as other schools. 
Illinois 
is moving in this direction. 
Other 
states w ill follow'. 
A special national 
congress has been called to study the 
problem. 
Some few' thousand books 
have 
been 
written on the subject. 
The educational journals are full of 
it. 
Surely a subject so universal and 
faf-reacliing dose n os our careful at­ 


tention. 
Vocational education is absolutely 


ess* ntial aud is here to stay. 
The want of space w ill not permit 


a complete synopsis of the paper.

Thorough, but Moderato. 


W e are called upon to render the 
country a great service in more mut­

should be met, and our methods should 
be thorough, as thorough as moderate 
and w'ell considered, based upon tile 
facts as they are, and not worked out 
as if we were beginners. 
W e are to 
deal with the facts of our own day, 
with the facts of no other, and ro mulct) 
laws which square with those facts j 
It is best—-indeed, it is necessary—to I 
begin with the tariff. 
I will urge noth- j 
ing upon you now at the opening of 
your session which can obscure that 
first object or divert our energies from 
that clearly defined duty. 
At a Inter 
time I may take the liberty of calling 
your attention to reforms w hich should 
press close upon t he heels of the tariff 
changes, if not accompany them, of 
which the chief is the reform of our 
banking and currency laws, but just 
now I refrain, 
For the present I put 
these matters on one side and think 
only of this one thing—of the changes 
in our fiscal system which may best 
serve to open once more the free chan­ 
nels of prosperity to a great people 
whom we would serve to tile utmost 
and throughout both rank and file.

THE HINDRANCE OF MANY CREEDS 


Turning From Them to the Bible Is 
a 
Return to Reasoning— Scar­ 


let Sins Often Mistaken 
for White Lies.

Richmond,

FL — Bible 
students of all de­ 
nominations were 
deeply 
interested 
in 
Pastor 
Rus­ 
sell's visit. 
A se­ 
ries of special Bi­ 
ble 
lectures 
has 
been in progress 
for some months, and Pastor Russell 
has been brought here, evidently for 
climacteric results. 
His two topics 
were, “ Beyond the Grave’* and “Scar­ 
let Sins.” 
We report the latter from 
the text, “ ‘Come now', and let us rea­ 
son together,’ saith the I^ord; ’though 
your sins be as scarlet they shall be 
as w'hite as snow.’ ”—Isaiah 1:18. 
Although thoroughly loyal to the 
Bible and very reverential, the Pas­ 
tor has evidently cut loose from the 
creeds of all the churches. 
He ad­ 
mitted that they all contain kernels 
of Truth, but declared that the truths 
are 'buried in a mass of chaff, and 
w'orse, are hidden in God-dishonoring 
theologies so violently unreasonable 
that their best friends and supporters 
are ashamed 
of 
them 
and 
prefer 
never to think of them. 
The Pastor claimed that the repul­ 
siveness of the creedal rubbish heaps 
hinders people from looking for the 
grains of truth which they contain. 
And this is well, he said. Why should 
we trouble and disgust ourselves to 
search for the grains which the vari­ 
ous creeds contain, while wfe have in 
the Bible a whole 
garner 
full 
of 
Truth, clean and pure? 
He urged all 
Christian people to 
abandon 
their 
creeds and to come together as Bible 
students, intent only on knowing the 
testimony of God’s Word and. obtain­ 
ing the guidance of His Holy Spirit 
in the understanding of it. 
So doing, 
he declared, all true Christians would 
soon be so united in heart and spirit 
that 
outward 
forms 
of 
federation 
would be useless and as absolutely 
Ignored as in the days of Jesus and 
the Apostles. 
Jesus held up to ridicule and scorn 
the inconsistencies of His day. 
lf 
He were here today, He w'ould simi­ 
larly show us many inconsistencies 
in our estimation of sin and right­ 
eousness, the Pastor believed. 
Jesus 
ridiculed the religious leaders of His 
time when He pointed out their care­ 
fulness to give a tithe of their in­ 
crease, even to the smallest of seeds, 
and their showy religious perform­ 
ances to be seen of men. 
Our Lord declared that while so do­ 
ing they practiced the greatest out­ 
rages against the very spirit of God’s 
Law of righteousness; that in mean 
ways they took the bread from the 
poor, the orphan, the widow’, and to 
divert attention from 
their 
course, 
they hypocritically lengthened their 
prayers. 
It was not 
that 
praying 
was wrong, or that tithing w’as ob 
jectionable, but that their recognition 
of these showed them to be all the 
more responsible in their gross vio­ 
lations, 
in 
“devouring 
widows’ 
houses,” and other sharp practices 
whereby they tool; advantage of those 
within their power through adversity 
of otherwise. 
This principle still operates, said 
Pastor Russell. 
The same sins lie at 
the door of many professing godli­ 
ness and holding church membership. 
Today, as in our Master’s time, there 
is a way of keeping within the limits 
of the law’, a way of keeping out of 
the penitentiary, while at the same 
time the spirit of the law’ Is outraged 
and trampled in the dust of avari­ 
cious money-getting. 
And 
now, 
as 
then, these monev-lovers often pose 
as philanthropists, 
and 
hold 
high 
places of honor and churchianity. The 
Pastor spared not this class. 
He de­ 
clared religious hypocrites the worst 
of sinners in the sight cf heaven. Of 
all sins theirs were the most scarlet 
in God’s' sight, he believed. 
Greater and Lesser Sins. 
Today wealth covers a multitude 
of sins. 
To be financially unsuccess­ 
ful is a crime, on account of which 
many will consider that n wife fs jus­ 
tified in breaking the obligation of 
her marriage vow and seeking a di­ 
vorce—a crime on account of which 
some churches would feel justified In 
rejecting the culprit as undesirable 
and striking his name from the list 
of members. 
What matters it that 
Jesus addressed some of His most 
comforting words to the weary and 
heavy-laden aud unsuccessful? 
(Mat­ 


thew ll:2S-30.) 
What 
matters 
it 
that the Scriptures declare that not 
many rich, wise, great or learned 
bas God called to the Heavenly in­ 
heritance—but chiefly to the poor of 
this world rich in faith?—I. Cor. I: 
20-29. 
It is tile same amongst Catholics 
as amongst Protestants. 
So long as 
the sinner remains a member of the 
church, almost every crime can be 
absolved. 
But be the person ever so 
just, ever so reverential, his w’ould 
be a sin of scarlet hue and unforgiv­ 
able, were he to 
attend 
Protestant 
services or in any way seek fellow­ 
ship with God outside of the Roman 
communion. 


Sins Scarlet and Crimson. 
The Prophet Isaiah discriminates 


between scarlet, a bright red, and 
crimson, a deeper red, as indicating 
shades of guilt in the same kind of 
sin. 
For instance, murder w’ould be 
a 
scarlet 
sin, 
if 
committed by a 
worldly person; but hatred w’ould be 
a crimson stain—a sin of deeper dye 
—if cherished by the child of God. 
As love would be the fulfilling of the 
Divine Law, so hatred, which is the 
most violent form of selfishness, im­ 
plies its flagrant violation. 
The Ten 
Commandments 
mention 
covetous­ 
ness of our neighbor’s possessions 
and happiness, theft of his property 
or good name or influence, and mur­ 
der. the taking of his life, as the cul­ 
mination of selfish disregard for his 
rights. 
In olden times, when chem­ 
istry was less appreciated, less un­ 
derstood, scarlet and crimson dyes 
were estimated the most durable, the 
most difficult to remove; hence in 
our text these are used to symbolize 
sins of greater selfishness 
and 
de­ 
pravity. 
All mankind have 
inherited 
sin- 
tainted blood from 
Father 
Adam. 
Selfishness of varying hues Is found 
in every member of our race. 
One 
difficulty with many is that they do 
not have the proper focus upon the 
Divine Law. 
They know* that any 
transgression of God’s Law is sin. 
Taking the letter of that Law they 
try to avoid the 
cruder 
forms 
of 
theft, adultery, murder. 
This is the 
same mistake that the Jews made. 
It was Jesus, the great Teacher, 
who gave the clearer conception of 
the spirit of the Law. 
According to 
His interpretation, 
theft 
could 
be 
committed in the heart, by coveting 
in a most desperate way, by stealing 
the good name or the business or the 
reputation or the trade-mark of an­ 
other. 
Similarly, according to Jesus, 
the crime of adultery might m God’s 
sight be committed without the overt 
act. 
Jesus 
declared, 
“Whosoever 
looketh on a woman to lust after her 
hath committed adultery 
with 
her 
already in his heart”—if he lacked 
merely 
the 
opportunity.—Matthew 
5:28. 
Whoever accepts these definitions 
intelligently realizes that the world’s 
increase of knowledge has brought 
increase of responsibilities: and that 
if open crimes today were much less 
frequent than formerly, the respon­ 
sibility of today would be still he 
greater than formerly. 
But this is 
not so. 
Everything Indicates to us 
that 
human 
selfishness 
has 
kept 
pace with the increase of knowledge. 
The thievish spirit abounds every­ 
where, not only amongst the poor, 
hut also amongst the wealthy. 
Not 
all of the vast fortunes of cur day 
were honestly obtained, so far as we 
may be able to judge. 
And although 
there ar© noble rich men, it is, alas! 
too evident that the love of money, a 
root of all evil, has made thieves and 
robbers of some in high stations. 
Th© civilized world needs to awak­ 
en its conscience to the high ideals 
of 
the 
Master—the 
Golden 
Rule, 
which does to a neighbor as it would 
that the neighbor would do to him 
if the conditions were reversed. 
It 
seems not possible for human law* to 
reach such cases. 
Those who cannot 
be influenced by the Scriptures must 
wait for their lessons and chastise­ 
ments till the New Age of Messiah’s 
Kingdom. 
The vice crusaders 
have recently 
teen telling us that millions of dol­ 
lars are spent in 
New 
York city 
alone every year in the white slave 
traffic. What an awful picture of in­ 
trenched sin! When w’e read such re­ 
ports and 
remember our 
Master’s 
definition of adultery we stand ap­ 
palled! That the great w’estern me­ 
tropolis, 
nevertheless, 
presents 
a 
fair outward appearance that belies 
such condition at heart is a matter 
for congratulation. All pure minded 
people should be glad that, 
if 
sin 
can not be fully stamped out, it can 
at least he kept to some extent under 
cover. The stench of the public re­ 
ports is something terrible. 
The murders of the past year are 
terribly significant. 
But if we take 
the viewpoint of the great Teacher 
and consider that all who consider 
murderous thoughts are real!y mur­ 
derous in God’s sight, we feel con­ 
strained to ask, 
“How does God re­ 
gard the conditions now’ prevailing in 
the world? 
They are not only worse 
than at any previous time, but still 
more evil because of our increased 
Ight, our 
increased 
realization of 
the principles of justice. 
It would. 


r e t se^m to be putting the matter 
too strongly to say that from the Di­ 
vine stand|»oint the world is prac­ 
tically full of thieves, licentious per­ 
sons and murderers. 
Sins Made White as Snow. 
What magic 
power 
is 
this that 
could transform a sinful heart and 
course of life into a pure one? Edu­ 
cation will do it, says the professor. 
But no! Many college bred m*m are 
as sinful as others. “Joining the min­ 
istry or the priesthood will do it,* 
says another. But no! 
Proofs are 
abundant that; sin may be found in 
the monastery and the pulpit, as well 
as in the pew and in the ordinary 
walks of life. 
Our text declares 
God’s 
reason­ 
ableness and indicates that He 
has 
made it possible for the 
sinner to 
escape from his sins. 
The prophet 
does not tell the process by 
which 


'Ibis is the only call of this Gos­ 
pel age. Only those who hear it and 
accept it enter in the present oppor­ 
tunities and privileges of sonship. 
Only these have opportunity of be­ 
coming members of the royal priest-1 
hood of glory, 
members 
of 
“the 
bride, the Lamb’s wife.” But others, 
as we have seen, have a measure of 
responsibility for their conduct, even 
if they do not come to Christ; 
and 
each will receive stripes

lion as he has done wrong, or bless­ 
ing in proportion even as he has giv­ 
en a cup of cold water to one of 
the Lord's faithful saints.

Human sin, the pen­ 
alty of winch is death, the great Re-j 
teem er is prepared to cancel for all 
I those who forsake sin, become pupils 
in His school 
and 
are 
taught of 
God. 
At the present time God’s mercy 
in the forgiveness of sin is exercised 
toward those only who hear of His 
redeeming love and are moved 
by 
faith, repentance 
and 
reformation. 
Nor is this enough 
at 
the present 
time. God’s call of this Gospel age 
is for those who not only desire to 
resist sin and to escape from slavery 
lo it, but who being made free, will 
enlist with all their powers to oppose 
sin under the leadership of J e s u s - 
under the banner of the cross. 
To 
these comes the assurance of passing 
from 
sin 
to 
righteousness, 
from 
death to life through the Redeemer. 
For these all the back charges of 
condemnation to death 
on account 
of sin are set aside. A new page of 
♦he ledger of God 
is 
opened for 
them. Thenceforth the record of their 
past is canceled through the blood 
of Christ. Their sins of scarlet are 
removed. 
Their 
hearts, figuratively 
speaking, are as 
white 
as 
snow. 
They are pure in heart, although they 
have the treasure of this new heart 
in an imperfect body. The imperfec­ 
tions of their 
flesh, 
ever present, 
will seek to assert themselves; but 
they as new creatures and sons of 
God through 
Christ 
are 
to resist 
these steadily. 


“ Unspotted From the World.” 
Do you tell me taht I am setting 
too high a standard and that the 
millions who read my sermons w’eek- 
!y will be discouraged Instead of be­ 
ing helped? I answer that one wit ii 
God is a majority; 
and 
that 
the 
Scriptures call on me to “Cry aloud 
and spare not; * * * show’ My people 
tneir sins!” There are approximately 
four hundred 
millions 
of 
nominal 
christians in the world; yet nowhere 
on earth are these sins to be found 
in so rank a 
development, 
of so 
F.eep a crimson as amongst the pro­ 
fessed followers 
of 
Christ. 
God 
D ow s, the Bible declares, that none 
can do perfectly. But is this an ex­ 
cuse for any of us? Should we not do 
the best that we can to approximate 
the Divine standard 
in our actions, 
words and thoughts? What we can 
do is what God requires of us. 
All 
the remainder, as we have seen, has 
been fully provided for in the Savior, 
arid the mercy and forgiveness which 
He can properly bestow upon the 
willing and obedient of heart, w’hose 
shortcomings are 
merely 
those of 
hereditary weakness and 
unfavora­ 
ble environment. It is the purity of 
heart, of intention, of will, that con­ 
stitutes saintship 
from 
the 
Divine 
standpoint and not actual perfection, 
for, as w’e read, 
“There 
is 
none 
righteous, no, not one” (Romans 3:- 
10). 
It Is a part of my duty, dear hear­ 
ers, as a minister of God, to speak 
His Word, to awaken the conscien­ 
ces of all those with whom I have 
any influence. It is my duty to lift 
h'gh the royal 
standard 
of perfec­ 
tion, that all may see as in a mirror 
♦heir own shortcomings, 
and that, 
Boeing these, they may flee 
to 
the 
Master and lay hold upon the grad* 
of God provided for all in Him. The 
apostle speaks of the church class as 
keeping themselves 
unspotted 
from 
the world. From what we have seen, 
dear friends, the term world includes 
nearly everybody claiming to be a 
christian. The real christians are few 
and far between. 
But I hold that many more would 
be real christians if the truth were 
properly presented to their minds. 
Instead millions come under the de­ 
lusion that they are christians when 
they have not taken the first step in 
repentance and reformation. And of 
those who have repented and reform­ 
ed comparatively 
few’ 
have taken 
the next step necessary to their in­ 
duction into the family of God. The 
second step is the acceptance of the 
merit of Christ’s 
sacrifice 
as that 
r.hich atones for sins. 
More 
than 
this, to attain the full blessed privil­ 
eges of the “Body of Christ, which 
is the church” of 
the 
first horns 
(Ephesians 1:22-23; Hebrews 12:23), 
it is necessary to make a full con­ 
secration of heart 
and 
life, 
time 
and talent, influence, everything, to 
the Lord—to be His footstep follow­ 
ers.
